A dozen freight cars were 
piled into one great heap, and the bag- 
gage, express and mail cars of tlie pas- 
senger train were completely telescoped 
and demolished all in a moment. 


The scene was an awful one. Added 


to the terrific noise was the escape of 
steam and the bellowing and plung- 
ing of hundreds of cattle, injured or 
maddened by the smell of blood, com- 
pletely drowning the groans of the in- 
jured and the cries of the badly-fright- 
ened passengers. 
The passenger coaches remained on 


the track, but many of the gigantic 
Texas steers breaking loose from the 
wreckage would pluuge madly in the 
darkness making it dangerous for any 
one to venture out in the night to as- 
sist injured trainmen. 
Buried beneath the engines and 


crushed to death was Freight Engineer 
Charles Uppleby, of Topeka, and lying 
beside his engine terribly burned and 
scalded was Passenger Fireman Pat 
Condon, of Arkansas City, Kan., who 
was picked up for dead, but after sev- 
eral hours revived. He cannot live. 


A. Hahn, the freight fireman, had 


his legs crushed and will die; James 
Morman, freight conductor, 
arms 


broken; Edward Kitchen, passenger 
conductor, hand mashed and body 
badly bruised; Express Messenger E. 
U. 
Beagle, of 
Kansas City, badly 


crushed; Baggageman George Neville, 
scalded; Harry Trower, of the Kansas 
City stock yards, badly cut 
about 


head; Bridgemen John English and 
H. A. Sprow, bodies lacerated; Mail 
Clerk 
Hutchins, head badly cut. 


Three or four other trainmen were 
badly bruised up. 


Many passengers were badly bruised 


and cut by broken glass, but none fa- 
tally injured. Justice H. VV. Scott of 
the supreme court was badly bruised, 
as was Senator Scott and Representa- 
tives Brown, Willing and Sutton. 


The injured were all brought to this 


city and are receiving the 'best of 
treatment. 
Seventy head of catties were killed 


and many injured. 
The track will 


not be clear for hours yet, and the 
IOSK to the railroad company will ex- 
ceed 850,000.

He and Swartz were with Miller 
Saturday at noon, when he was taken to 
the Park hotel and shown to Room 22 
by Mr. Willis. At that time Miller still 
had his money in the bank. It was sup- 
posed that Miller would remain in hia 
room and sober off, but after the dinner 
hour Swartz and Swigart visited him 
and he got up and went down on the 
street. 
They had not been on the 


street long until Miller went to thi 
bank with Swartz and drew out the 
8360, Miller putting the money in his 
pocket-book, returning to the room at 
the hotel, acompamed by Swartz and 
Swigart. On the landing, Miller, who 
was considerably intoxicated at the 
time, Tdnted 
to go into the office 


to 
leave 
the 
money 
with 
Mr, 


Willis, 
but 
it 
is 
stated 
that 


Miller's companions would not listen to 
such a proposition. They rushed him 
through the hall, this (act being known 
to a dicing room girl and by a young 
man named Andrews, who was the only 
person in the offica at the time Miller 
was pushed pas>t the door. The pres- 
ence of the two men in Miller's room 
was known to Mrs. Willis and a dining 
room girl, Miss Mellio Kitchell. They 
were in a room not far away making up 
beds. They beard enough to make them 
think something was ciooked. One of 
the men with Miller was overheard to 
say: "He's got 810 in silver," and then

robbed. He claims that Swigart and 
Swartz did the job, but he was too drunk 
to pievent the theft.

Swigart" while passing through the hote! 
hall had stopped Miss Kitchell and gave 
her two dollais in silver.

He ap 
peared to realize that possibly Miss 
Kitchell knew what had happened in 
Miller's room. But Mibs K. told Mr 
Willis what she knew just the same, and 
she has the same two dollars Swigarl 
gave hor, which will prove important 
evidence in the trial.

Chiricahua spies who reported their 
movements.

One of the most picturesque figures 


thus far developed in the Chinese-Jap- 
nnese war is an American, not yet 
thirty-three years old. This is "Nort" 
McGiffin, the commander of the Chen 
Yuen, the largest warship in the Chi- 
nese navy, and the man who fired the 
first gun in the battle of Yalu, and who 
bids fair to rival Chinese Gordon in 
bold methods and in great achieve- 
ments in the land of the "Son of 
Heaven." 


McGiffin, -whose full baptismal name 


Is Philo Norton, but who is known to 
his friends simply as "Nort," was born 
In Washington, Pa., in 1802. He was a 
student in Washington and Jefferson 
college in his native town for two years, 
going through the preparatory depart- 
ment, and then entered the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis. His people on both 
sides are among the oldest Scotch-Irish 
settlers in western Pennyslvania. His 
father, Norton McGiffln, was a class 
mate of Ulaine in the Washington eol 
lege, a darinf? soldier during the Mexi 
can war and a colonel of a regiment in 
the civil war. Col. McGiffln has been a 
member of the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture, and held an office given him by 
Blaine, during the Harrison adminis 
tration. 
The mother of Commando 


McGiffin belongs to the old family o 
Quail, well known in western Pcnnsyl 
vania. Her people are connections o 
the Blaine family, as well as of th 
Ewings, of the Thomas Ewmg branch 
Like Gordon, Norton was reared in th 
strictest Presbyterian faith

BV THE 1DWCATES OF FREE SILVER 


For Hi* Secret Negotiations with the 


Rothschilds of Europe—The Agri- 


cultural Bill — Appropriation 


Bill* in the House. 


SEDATE. 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
17.— President 


Cleveland and his secretary of the 
treasury came in for the principal 
shire of the attention in the senate 
yesterday. The debate was launched 
npon a resolution offered some days 
•go by Mr. Hill (dem., N. Y.) declaring 
it to be the policy of the government 
to establish a safe system of bimetal- 
lism and to maintain gold and silver at 
a parity; and upon a substitute for it 
offered by Mr. Sherman making a sim- 
ilar declaration except that it asserts 
thut policy to be "the established 
policy of the United States." 


_ 1 Ir. Hill made an earnest and Impas- 
sioned speech in support of his resolu- 
tion, stating that it was of supreme 
Importance, at this hour, that con- 
gress should inform the country and 
the world, that the policy of the United 
tittles was not to maintain the single 
gold standard or the single silver 
standard, but the double standard, and 
that (if parity could not always be 
ma ntaincd) the obligations of the gov- 
ernment would be paid in the best 
money in use. 


Xr. Wolcott, (rep., Col.) replied to 


the speech of Mr. Hill which he char- 
acterized as "threshing old straw." 
The house he said had Thursday dis- 
posed—so far as this session was con- 
cerned—of the subject of the issue, or 
tender sentiment of gold bonds. Not- 
withstanding the frantic efforts of an 
administration with all its powers and 
its ]>ationage; notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the leaders of both parties, the 
house of representatives bad, by a de- 
cUire vote, refused to sanction the 
policy outlined and approved by the 
res< lution offered by the senator from 
If or' York. 


Mr. Wolcott continued his speech at 


Borne length, denouncing the presi- 
dent 's attack upon the credit of the 
Uni ed States as the most disastrous 
occurrence of this generation. 
"It 


has been the most wanton and crim- 
inal and deliberate attack upon the 
credit of our country that could be in- 
dulged in. Our nest was befouled by 
the man who should have stood for 
our i-redit. The president entered into 
a sei ret negotiation with the Roths- 
cltiU's of Europe whereby he shall 
JTive them 'long bonds' at an exclusive 
rate of interest, so that he can make 
an a >purent show ing- to the discredit 
of our country and the 
finances." 


M< re of the same kind of denuncia- 


tion was indulged in by Senator Lodge 
(rep. Mass.), the syndicate agreement 
bcinif characterised by him as the 
"bluukcst contract ever made by the 
govo niiu-iit." 


It* »lylug to Mr. Mr Wolcott's at- 


tack ou the president, Mr. Hill said 
that while he (Mr. Hill) was not pre- 
pare I to say that he approved of the 
contioct in all its details,, he did be- 
lieve the president had endeavored 
to do his duly as Ue understood it. 
The i tatcmeut thut the president had 
given to the foieigu syndicate a higher

WASHINGTON, Feb 18.—With five ap- 


propriation bills still unacted upon 
and but two weeks more of this ses- 
sion before it the senate will not be 
inclined to discuss matters other than 
appropriation bills this week. There 
is always the possibility of a financial 
discussion springing up and under the 
very last rules of the senate more or 
less of the morning hours may be con- 
sumed in this way. The hope of get- 
ting a vote in the senate on the various 
financial propositions has not been al- 
together abandoned. It is believed 
that some agreement may be reached 
after the sundry civil bill is out of the 
way. The coining week will be re- 
quired to pass the Indian bill and the 
sundry civil bill which will be reported 
to the senate to-day. 


To-day will be suspension day in the 


house, and arrangements have been 
made by which gentlemen in charge 
of several measures that have hitherto 
attracted more or less attention and 
occupied a greater or less amount of 
time, will be recognized to ask that 
they be passed under suspension of 
the rules. Among these are the fol- 
lowing: 


The bill to increase the efficiency of 


the revenue marine service by estab- 
lishing a retired list in connection 
therewith. This bill is earnestly ad- 
vocated by the treasury department, 
and is believed to have the support of 
a large majority of the house, but 
hitherto Mr. Clark (dem., Mo.) has 
been successful in taking it out of 
place and preventing a vote. 


A bill to -equalize the pensions of 


veterans of the Mexican war, making 
them S12 under the general law 


The bill to equalize the duties and 


pay of the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice. 


The bill to authorize the construc- 


tion of dams across the St. Louis and 
Cloquet rivers in Minnesota by the 
Altamente Water Co. This proposi- 
tion in volves the 1 argest project ever 
undertaken in the west—the construc- 
tion of a dam 100 feet high, 700 feet 
in thickness at the base and 100 feet 
wide at the top. 
Piimarily it is 


undertaken to supply the city of 
Duluth with water, and incidentally a 
power estimated at COO.OOO-horse power 
will be developed that may be used for 
manufacturing and commercial pur- 
poses. Between the city and source 
of supply there is a range of lovy hills 
about 100 feet high, aml the dam is 
necessary to carry the wati-r over that. 
The passage of the 
bill has been 


recommended by the comni utet on In- 
dian appropriations (which nas juris- 
diction, because the building of the 
dam would flood the Fond Du Lac 
reservation), 
but the 
minority of

"Then I will go alone," said Harro, 


and sprank into the lifeboat. Just at 
this moment his mother came running 
down, and begged him not to venture 
out, 
reminding that both his father

"For love of me," Harro's mother 
begged, "don't go "

LONDOST, Feb. 18.—The Central News 


correspondent in Wei-Hai-Wei says in 
a dispatch dated February 13 and de- 
layed in transmission: 


"Admiral Ito accepted yesterday Ad- 


miral Ting's proposal for the surren- 
der of the Chinese 
fleet. 
He re- 


quested the officer who conducted the 
negotiations for Ting- to open the 
military port of Wei-Hai-Wei and re- 
turn this morning- to arrange the de- 
tails for the capitulation. The ofhccr 
came back early to-day and informed 
Adiniial Ito that Admiral Ting-, Com- 
modore Liu and Gen. Chang had com- 
mitted suicide 
Admiuil John Mc- 


Clure was the officer upon whom had 
devolved the duty of negotiating- for 
the surrender. Admiral Ito then sent 
a letter to McCluie as to the arrange- 
ments for the capitulation." 


The Centi al News correspondent in 


Tokio telegraphs under Saturday's 
date: 


"Gen. Nodzu reports that to-day the 


Chinese forces under Geneials Hsu, 
Chang and Yihi were concentrated'at 
Hai Chen from the Laio Yang, New 
Chwaug- and Ymkas roads. They at- 
tacked the city, but after suffering 
heavy losses, were repulsed. The 
Japanese losses were small." 


From Port Arthur the Central News 
has this dispatch: 


"A detachment of Japanese cavalry 


occupied Ning Hai Chu on the morn- 
ing of the 12th, without encountering 
opposition. Natives say that on the 
9th the Chinese force at Hunhcaton 
was divided into two parts The larger 
one fled toward Fn Chai Shan, and the 
smaller one to Yen Tan. 


"On February U, in the afternoon,

of affairs at Wei-Hai-Wei. He said 
that a proposal had been tendered to 
the Japanese flagship Matsuma to sur- 
render the war ships and the remain- 
ing forts and their armament at Wei- 
Hai-Wei provided the foreigners of the 
military force be released under a 
guarantee obtained from an admiral 
of a neutral power.
